"JgUUCATIONALISTS should train 
people in/ constnictlvo clll/.en- 
sh'p. and In the art of llvini; to- 
gether", stated Professor John Hughes 
ot the Department of Education, in 
his address to the members ot the So- 
ciological Society on Tuesday evening. 
In the address, ho dealt with the bilin- 
gual problem In such a way on to show 
that llin work of llin educit'onallst and 
ot the sociologist lias much In common, 
"in this province especially, we must 
foster the spirit of 'bon vo'slnago', or 
good nolghbourl ncss, for patriotism Is 
not enough — wo must be international- 
ists." 

Professor Hughes then divided the 
bilingual problem into two parts — the 
problem of the Individual, and the 
prolilem of tho group. "The first," 
ho said, "has been said to have been 
treated 'wltli heat, not light*. When 
the second language Is taught, it often 
creates confusion In the child's mind 
.... It should not be taugh to the 
average child until he has reached the 
ago of nine". 

A problem which confronts the so- 
ciologist Is the presence of two groups 
In tho one community, which have in 
the past quarrelled, "and it is his 
Job", said the speaker, "to make the 
two groups fit together as well as pos- 
sible." In South Africa and here In 
Quebeo* are found such groups which 
may be termed, "ex- victor'* and "ex- 
vanqu'shed". Each has its wounds. 

The ex-victor has a superiority feel- 
ing, a temptation to arrogance, nnd 
racial pride. Prof. Hughes quoted the 
following Unes to explain his slate;, 
ment: "Or lesser breeds without the 
law", from Kipling's "Recessional": 
and "God who made thee mighty, 
make thee mightier yet", from "Land 
ot hope and glory". 

Ex-Vanquished Described 

The ex-vanqulshed has his woundi 
too — tho corresponding feelings ot in- 
feriority and race-shnme. "In South 
Africa, for Instance, Mrs. Oliver must 
not 1)0 called "OUfccr" In true Dutch 
style, but simply "Oliver". This shows 
the tendency ot tho ex-vanqu'shed to 
ape their neighbours". Prof, Hughes 
concluded with the problem ot children 
who .sjieak perliuiw somo Europcan lan- 
guage al home, but English to their 
schoolmates and often como to despise 
the folks nt home, because they too 
cannot spc 'c tills other language. 

A native ot Wales, Prof. Hughes has 
spent uiiiny years In South Africa 
whcio ho has stud'ed tho bilingual 
problem. Hn h-- been in .Montreal but 
two years, hut has already mado ob- 
servations about our own bilingual 
probtcin. 

During Ihe «liscussion which follow- 
cil, .such iiiiitteis as the lynching of 
French In Engllah schools, tho shyness 
of the Englishmen speaking French, 
and the desire of both groups not to 
discuss their senllincnts, were raised.

{Continned from Pane Two) 
structlon of war and how other gashes 
In tho . landscape acorn to remain un- 
healed. In qermnny there Kcemcd to 
bo a prcnionlllon of Hitler; when wo 
changed trains at Nuromburg we saw 
swastika emblems much in evidence. In 
Czechoslovakia we saw now Industries 
sprlnKing up In curious circumstnticcs: 
poaanht women harvest Ing grain by 
hand In a field outside Brho, a starkly 
motlernlstic block of flats rising in an- 
other field but a stono'8 throw away. 
AU across Poland soldiery was on the 
move, and near the frontiers the con- 
centration of men and munitions was 
very marked. In Latvia wo saw new 
democracy at work. The most solemn 
visit we made, we thought, was to a 
beautiful cemetery on the outskirts ot 
Riga, guarded by: gigantic carved stone 
figures,, and fresh with groen grass and 
summer flowers, JHere liejburied more 
than a thousand who were killed after 
the Armistice hod been signed. 

The war museum In Riga is housed 
In the last of the old powder towers of 
tho city's ancient defences. Almost 
wrthout exception its exhibiU are grue- 
some and revolting. We felt glad to 
be in the fresh air again.
